Woodfoixi county ordinarily re- 
ceives from ten to twelve thousand 
dollara State AM. Tke court sets 
aside a sufTlcient amoaM to meet 
the State appropriation, all of which 
is oxprndrd on one or morr inter- 
rounty-seat roads. Thr rrmaindor In 
apportioned to the various paits of 
the count V whole it i.s mo.st needed. 

The road fund in Woodford county 
amounts to about forty thousand 
dollars per year aad^ the Bead En- 
gineer makes hia recommendations 
so a.< to distribute the entire amount. 
Ml'. Kdwards has bern Hoad Knjfin- 
cer of Woodford count v for twelve 
years and there is not a case on irr 
ord whorr the recommendations he 
has made to thr Fiscal Cmut have 
not been adopted. 

It U tioteworthy that the court 
appiecintes the fact that ho is an ex- 
prrirnrrd road man and that to hi.s | 
care should bo i nl ruled thr 'road 
affairs of his coiinlv . .Xnothrr im- ! 
poitant feature is that the road fund | 
is not apportioned rqually to the j 
magisterial districts— in fact no at- { 
tention ia paid to magisterial dis- 
tricts—bat it is placed from year to 
year whoM U is most n ee d ed, the 
idea bring to best fter\'C the county. 

It is conceilod (renrially by tho 
people of the .'^tato that Woodford 
county has about thr best road."! in 
the State. The above shows clearly 
how the road fund ia haadled aad it 
would be well for some of the other 
counties of the State to pattern after 
thr method of handlinjf the road 
fund in Woodford countv. 

The Frankfort Chamber of Com- 
nieicr is deeply interested in the 
loarl problem of thia State. It is 
w atching with keen interest the pro- 
gress being made in the various 
co\inties and will from time to time 
make comment on the best method 
of hanillim; the road affairs of thr I 
various count ii'S.

Added to the almost sinful carc- 
lessnesa of some farmers there has 
been the attitude on the part of farm 
machinery . manufacturera in years 
past to favor the abandonment of 
worn and disabled machines in order 
to sell new ones; but now the time 
has arrived when it is iliTicult to 
supply the market with the necessr.- 
ly new machinery. The department 
suggeata that repreaentativea of the 
manufacturers on the one hand and 
of the farmers — such as faim bu- 
reau agents or county agent.s — on 
the other hand should tret toir<'th'" 
to establish the necessary farm ma- 
diinery repair iUttoM ia COBVen'.ent 
localities.

A pliahins In the military affairs of 
Oreeee was a aquare battalion op body 
of aohllers forme<l In ranka and flies 
compact and deep, witb their ahlelds 
Joined and pikea croasing each other 
so aa to render It almoet Impoaslble to 
break It At flrst the phalanx consisted 
of 4.000 men. bat this number was aft- 
erwnrd doubled by Philip of llacedon, 
an^ the doolile phalanx la hence often 
called tbe Macedonian phalanx.

"It waa a aqtmre of plkeoMn, con- 
sisting of alsteen In flank and MO in 
front.
